Lewis, with a hammer, causing 
serious injury to the man. Mer- 
hab. a trusty, then ran outside the 
fence, leaped into a Chrysler car 
and raced toward this city, wbere 
his trail was taken up.

DR.COPELAND 
This is too bad, 
cent of all the 


blindness in this country is caused 
by glaucoma. It is essentially an 
ailment of later life, causing one- 
third of all blindness after the for- 
tieth year. 
This disease to characterized by in- 


creased pressure within the eyeball. 
The pressure results in damage to 
the optic nerve, the nerve of sight. 
It produces gradual or sudden Im- 
pairment of vision and ultimately 
complete blindness. The cause has 
not as yet been determined. 


As a rule. th« flrat thing noted 


the patient 
IB dimness of vlsl 


Frequently, thla is mistakenly 
to the glasses or to eyestratn. 


At times, the vlctiui will notlc* • 


cloud before the eyea. Qazlnu at a 
light, he will notice a halo or rain-, 
,bow around it. "Halo vision," JLs:th« 
doctors call it ia one ot, the prettr 
constant symptoms ol glaucoma. 


In many cases the vision returns 


to normal. 
IB others, there are re- 


peated attacks of impaired vision. 


With the onset of what Is called 


"acute glaucoma," pain In the af- 
fected eye IB severe. Indeed. It may 
be almost unbearable. Jt may radi- 
ate over the head, reaching the earl 
and teeth. Many times It-Is mistaken 
for simple neuralgia. 


Please remember that any Clacotn- 


lori in the eyes, or disturbance la 
vision, should not be neglected. Mod- 
ern instruments for eye examina- 
tion, particularly In determining eye- 
ball pressure, enable the doctor to 
determine accurately the real na- 
ture of conditions that are of ffreat 
importance to your health and wel- 
fare. 
In a recent article of this disease, 


a comparison 
was tnade between 


glaucoma and cancer. The cause of 
these diseases Is not known; both 
start slowly, give ample warning of 
their presence, and may be suce«l»- 
fully treated If discovered early. If 
neglected, these dreaded 
dltwa, 


leave their permanent stamp 
the victim. 


Answers to Health Queries, 


M. R. Q—What causes one to 


feel like yawning all the time, al- 
though it cannot seem to be accom- 
plished with any degree of success? 
2—What would account for a tight, 
depressed feeling in the temples -and 
forehead? 
There is no real head- 


ache, merely the tightness. 3—What 
causes dreaming all through the 
night? 


A—This Is due to deficient oxy- 


genation of the blood: may be caused 
by fatigue, -nasal obstruction, low 
Wood pressure, poor ventilation, etc. 
It might also be due to wax in the 
ears. Have youH doctor advise you 
so that definite measures may be 
taken to clear up the trouble 
2— 
This may be due to nervousness, 
strain or over-fatigue Improve your 
health and you will probably notice 
general results.
